It was Impossible to get In touch
with every prominent bus‘uess aml
professional man In the clty, but ef-,
forts were made to get an expression
from some one man representative of
ench line of business or pro‘ession In
Anderson. Efforts were mai'e to get
an® cxpression from some one repre-
senting the merchants, the bankers,
the lawyers, the real estate men, the
mechanics, the clergymen, ete.

Some 30-odd men were approached
during the day and a maijniity of
them had something to -ay, though a
few, for one redson or another, did
not care to have thelr namos nsed, in
connection with the statement which
they gave out. This requeit has beers
carefully guarded,

The Intelllgencer has withheldl no
statement, publishing alike that which |
weoy sald againsi the question  with'
that which was sald In favor of It.
More of this will be done in the fu-
ture, as The- Intelligencer desires tn
sound thoroughly the sentiment of
tho rank and file of the people on this
momentous question. ]
